Pool To Build 
New Elevator Here 


Workmen are now on the Joo 
and material on the ground for 
the construction here -of a new 
Alberta Pool elevator. The new 
structure will be built immediately 
alongside the present Pool elevat¬ 
or when the new building is com¬ 
pleted, will be used as an annex 

The new elevator will have a 
capacity of 70,000 bushels. Added 
to the 145.000 bushel capacity of 
the present Pool elevator, this will 
give the Alberta Wheat Pool at 
Vulcan storage facilities for 215, 
000 bushels, u figure which Is sur¬ 
passed here only by the PAH 
Grain Co. elevator, which has a 
storage capacity of 220.000 bushels. 

Present capacity of the eight 
grain elevators in Vulcan is 1,162, 
000 bushels, made up as follows: 
Pool 145.000; A.P. 135.000; U.G.G. 
168,000; National 130.000; Searle 
114,000; P & H 220,000; Pioneer 
130,000; Independent 120,000. 

The new 70.000 bushel Pool ele¬ 
vator will Dring Vulcan's total 
grain storage capacity up to the, 
impressive figure of 1,232,000 bush¬ 
els.

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JULY GETS A POOR SHAKE from the poets 
and the literary gentry in general Bartlett’s Fam¬ 
iliar Quotations mentions it three times, but only 
one of these references is laudatory. In comparison, 
April is favorably noted twenty-eight times ani 
May gets thirty-eight pats on the back. This is un¬ 
fair. What's the matter with July? What’s the mat-, 
ter with poets? What’s the matter with people? 

July is the best month. The all-round best month, 
in Canada anyway. For one thing, it is a good mon¬ 
th for getting no work done. Another advantage is 
that you don't need clothes or much food, so work 
is unnecessary. People are away, so you don’t have 
to talk jto them or listen to them. There is no ques¬ 
tion about July’s being the best month. Its only 
rival. August, is apt to have frost towards the end, 
except in some favored spots in the Dominion. June 
is out. of course, because of the mosquitoes; but 
in spite of them Bartlett has fourteen kindly refer¬ 
ences. Even March is praised more often than July. 

The fault is not July’s but with the poets and 
everybody. We live in anticipation and don’t apprec¬ 
iate a good thing when we have it. Bartlett lists 
fifty-eight honorable mentions for Spring and only 
sixteen for Summer. Yet Spring is merely the prom¬ 
ise of Summer. When the promise is fulfilled we 
lose irfteieSt and complain about our clothes stick¬ 
ing to the chair, the poison-ivy Willie got into, th» 
odd ways of tourists, the auto traffic, the crowds’ 
on the trains, the slice, the thrice-putted green, the 
stones on the beach, the umpire's patent bias—and 
how fast the Summer is going.—The Printed Word.

DEFEATING GARDEN INSECTS 

It's smart gardening to double- 
cross garden insect pests -bv fall 
spading or plowing in preparation 
for spring .planting. . 

Entomologists say that fall spad¬ 
ing or plow ing is one of the most 
important steps in insect control. 
It interferes with the natural and 
normal activities of the insects for ” 
living through the winter. There 
are two groups of insects that give 
trouble—those that winter above 
the ground and other that winter 
below the surface. 

Fall spading upsets both groups. 
Tlje surface group can stand sev¬ 
ere cold but not burying in moist 
srtil. The burrowers cannot endure 
'exposure to winter weather. Fall 
spading after they have settled 
themselves for the winter disturbs 
the protection they have chosen 
and results in a heavy winter kill 
of hte p"sts. 

There are other good reasons foi^ 
turning the soil in the winter. In 
heavier clay soils, winter freezing 
and thawing oreaks tip clods and 
improves the physical condition of 
the exposed soil. It’s possible to 
plant earlier in the sgring. And 
spading under of rotted manure or 
compost in the fall improves-both 
the fertility and physical-conditions ■ 
of most garden soils.

HELPING EGG PRODUCTION: 

Turning on artificial lights in 
the laying house will put more 
eggs in the crate. 

Proper use of the lights is im¬ 
portant Birds can be stimulated 
too" little oh too much. •• 

The time t<T turn on the lights 
is wh**n V<>rt, cloudy days begin 
to reduce production: If-the birds 
have been laying heavily' with nat¬ 
ural light, ndeting artificial lignt 
may have bad effects. Production 
will likely take a slump. 

On the other hand, where birds 
do not have sufficient stimulation 
from artificial light, production 
will also slow up. This results in 
no benefit at all irom the little 
light given tli-m. 

Either the bright light or night 
light system is satisfactory when 
used properly. All-night lights 
should be spaced about every 10 
feet throughout the length of the 
hen house and about midway be¬ 
tween the side walls. Use a 25-watt 
bulb suspend'd 6 feet above the 
floor. Direct the light toward feed¬ 
ers, water' fountains and roosts 
with a lfi-inch reflectors.

Freezing fruits and vegetables is 
becoming an increasingly popular 
method of preserving. It is labour- 
saving, and foods preserved in this 
way retain much of their • original 
colour and flavour and their orig¬ 
inal food value. 

Some vegetables freeze better 
than other. Asparagus, bean$, peas 
spinach and whole kernal corn are 
particularly good.- The- vegetables 
usually eaten raw: celery, tomatoes 
Fttuce and cucumber should not 
be frozen. .Roof vegetables are eas¬ 
ily stored and should not take up 
valuable lock ,j r space. 

Among fruits, berries, sour cher¬ 
ries and rhubarb freeze well. Pea¬ 
ches require special treatment to 
prevent discoloration. Pears are not 
satisfactory when frozen.
